science developments will be forwarded to the Fundamental 
Science Area for retention or destruction. 


d. Reports which fit under none of the above will be 
dastroyed. 

e. A chronological file of all OSI correspondence and 
action taken in connection with the United States .U.F.O. 
program will be maintained in ASD#
